[n all quarters of the world today there are arising both true and 
false prophets. Unfortunately, among these prophets are many who 
are unintentionally voicing misleading prophesies, while others are 
unintentionally voicing truths. Old svstems of philosophy are heing 
torn to shreds and indiscriminately used in estabhsﬆhing new $ystems. 
New <vstems are founded on the false aspects of older systems, 
while the multitude, the unenlightened masses, confused by many 
theories of loud voiced demagogues who exploit them are led into 
many by-wavs of thought. Many are repudiating former heliets and 
are wandering lhke shepardless sheep into the morasses of 1irrelig10n ; 
and in all the world of men there Seems to be no one individual 
po=sessed of <nfhcient power and wisdom, and mstigated by pure 
love 0f hmnanity, who 1s able to arrest their attention and compel 
them to listen to the truth which God 1s now uttering in no uncer- 
tain tones in all lands and among all people, —the truth that the 
present age 1s an age of transition, and old conditions are passing 
to make way for new. Therefore it is an age for s1lent watching. 
Heaven and earth are touching each other in travail, to bring to 
hirth a new race, and a new religion and science in one. The new 
race will have the advantage of the knowledge of the seven-fold 
d1vison of matter, force and consciousness, and many other long 
lost truths. It can not he $0 eavily deceived by false teachers as 
are the masses of the present race. As the evolution of the race 
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proceeds the psvchic and $piritual senses of man will clevelop and 
the phenomena of psvehic <ight and hearing, and of dream and 
trance will no longer he <ubhjects of mere curwoItv or unbelet, and 
can no longer he <0 eavily used by the unprincipled to lead their 
victims into immorality as 1s now all too often the case. bv the 
teaching ot some modified form of phallic worship, and thus arousing 
the creative centres to an unnatural degree; ignoring the fact that 
while such. torms of worship mav have been permitted on the 
downward arc ot some earher cycle, when a race was dving out, 
it would he an entirely different matter on the upward arc of a 
cvcle which was bringing a new and a hizher race into manifestation. 
[le who would truly benefht his kind should endeavor to realize 
Somewhat of the divine plan—'*'the plan in the mind of God"—and 
work toward the materiahzation of that plan. But however great 
and pure his purpose he must recogmze the fact in the carrving 
out of his purpose. he night interfere as to time, place or position 
with some feature of the Divine plan, 1t some detail were fulfilled 
at once, and <0 he prepared to <ee all his preparations, his labor 
1nd efforts swept aide for the time heing, and to do it without 
losing his equilibrium, secure in the knowledge that all that 1s divine 
in his purpose will <urely he made manifest at the right time and 
place, and that he would be the gainer in the end, for no effort for 
FoOO0d 18 lost or wasted. 
For those who watch and guide the evolutionary forces into 
clannels prepared for them there 1s no sadder s1ght than that which 
all too often meets their eye when those prepared channels— 
disciples of the Masters of the White Brotherhood—imn their eager- 
ness for more rapid advance are drawn by the wiles oft pure mer- 
cenaries into <ome by-path and whe as a re-ult of spectous promises 
of power and influence to be gained at little cost to themselves, 
wilfully embark on some questionable adventure, forgetful of the 
action of those irrevocable laws which are the fundamental prin- 
ciples of all true development, —the moral and spiritual laws of 
Frowth, —whether it be national or individual growth. Their natural 
karmic guides and leaders may be obliged to <tand by and see them 
take the plunge which will throw them into the hands of the black 
brotherhood. unable to stay them for the reason that they have heen 
civen all requisite knowledge of the law of cause and effect, and 
have accepted their karmic responsibility for that knowledge. They 
are free to choose and must abide by their choice, for no man, no 
Master has the right to forcibly restrain them. Warning, entreaty, 
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command or example are useless when ambition has se1zed the reins 
Of raging desire 1n a man. 

The necessitv for qualifving the word amhition 1s evident where 
the word 18 used to mdicate a thirst for personal power and influence. 
\\ ithout the quality commonly termed ambition man would he 
an 1mpotent, useless creature ; but that quality 1s poss1hle of modih- 
cation, and 1t 1s modified by motivee—in other words by the use to 
which he proposes to put the fruits of ambition, and by the methods 
he proposes to accomplish his purpose. While the world waits for 
that one who can sway the multitude, nnllions go down into dark- 
1e8s,—mavhap hecause vou, or vou, or vou of those I now address 
have not risen to the point 1t was pos<thle for vou to reach, hut have 
heen <tfaved at a point where the personal self has overridden the 
<eltless vou which had started aright on the path of at-one-ment, 
pos<Þbly to he overtaken and cast down at <ome stage of the journey ; 
tor that one of whom T1 <peak must be a limk hetween two. great 
divisons of hfe—the multitude and the Masters. It can not he 
either the \ oice of the multitude or of the Masters. That one leader 
of humanity must stand, as 1t were, on a single point, with a hand 
clasping each division ; and that point is the crux of the whole 
<Ituation, for the average accepted disciple who has reached that 
point generally passes quickly over into an entirely new field, and 
he who can not pass it falls hack into his former position. Tt 1s the 
point of the greatest renunciation,—the great sacrifice —On which 
the Christs of all time have stood at <ome period in their long line 
of effort toward attainment. It it the point of your great Ideal, and 
tor him who reaches 1t the reward now waits.

Commentaries on the Nine New Stanzas of Dzyan, given by the Master 
Morya to the Temple of the People for the New Humanity. 


Fifth Stanza, Third Sloka (continued) 


\\hile the Masters possess an exact historical record of the races 
which have lived upon the earth since the beginning of this Man- 
vantara, they are not at liberty to publish such data where it might 
lead to complications, and especially 0» when their records could 
not he verified by profane history. 

our continents have risen and sunk heneath the waves of the 
ocean or heen made uninhahitable during the present round, and the 
fifth continent has now passed the middle point of its life line. It has 
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but two more cychc rounds to remain above the bed of the ocean, 
or to be destroved by fire, when it too, must pay the debt nature 
demands ot all manifested form, and make way for another, a new 
continent ; new 1n only one respect, for it will consist of the reas- 
<embled portions of an older continent, purified and made ready for 
a fresh hte impulse. 

As has been previously stated in these commentaries the pre- 
Sent races helong to the fifth svh-race of the fourth root race, and 
even now the knell for the death of ome of the divisions of this race 
's Sounding interiorly, and the great creative forces are preparing 
the way tor the hirth of a new race, the sixth svb-race. 

The Fifth Stanza of Theogenesis 1s exceptionally interesting, 
the missIng Slokas of the same, would he of even more interest to 
the present humanity were they available. Without doubt they 
would be largely prophetic of the rapid changes which have already 
taken place or <00n. will occur 1n this age of transition—the Kali 
Y uga—antd 1t may be for that reason that they are withheld. 

To those who understand somewhat of the power of thought, 
and they are quite numerous in these davs, one reason at least for 
withholding these Slokas 1s apparent.. If the thought forces of a 
large part of the present humanity were turned in an opposite dir- 
ection to that taken bv the Karmic Lords—the Admusters. im respect 
to some Karmic change, such concerted power night even intertere 
with Some important action on the point of precipitation. This 
would constitcte black magic and might put hack the evolution of 
many units of the race for ages, even when wrong intent was lack- 
ing. It was by like means that the humanities of the Lemurian and 
Atlantean continent were led astray and afterward destroved. As 
the progenitors of the sixth suh-race must <pring from the now 
existing races of the earth it is reasonable to conclude that the 
missing Slokas might contain information which would lead to the 
discovery of some of the finer forces of nature now concealed from 
man, and such discovery might make far more difficult the higher 
Spiritual development which 'is essential to the growth of the said 
progenitors. The danger would lie in the probable abuse of snch 
forces by those ignorant of the results of such abuse. \Vhat might 
have been permitted in the last round of previous ages could hardly 
be allowed in the later cycles of the fifth and sixth rounds of an age 
in which were being evolved the units of a perfect race who were to 
found the great civilizations of the last round of an age. 


Of course all this will seem problematical at hest to those who 
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have neither under<tanding or behet in the teachings of the Great 
\Vhite Lodge; but to those who can reason from the <tandpoint of 
the action of the Masters under smilar circumstances and in the 
face Of <milar events of a minor character our conclus1ons may not 
appear unworthy Of credence. 

[t may be interesting here to call attention to the tact tnat having 
reached and passed the middle point of a great age the souls of the 
races now on earth and those who are to incarnate in the wnme- 
diate fature would come _ more peculiarly under the great universal 
testing forces=—the Satame forces—the elementary forces of des- 
truction, while previously they had heen more certainly under the 
elementary creative and building torces. 

[t 18 a well known fact that the higher the development ot a 
numan being, the finer and more <uhtle are the temptations. which 
heset him. and the <ame rule must hold good in a race as a whole. 
During the last 25 vears of each century a new 1mpulse 1s grven 
the hfe forces which have emanated within and which radiate 
from the plane of Buddhi. The units of a humanity who have 
reached a certain <piritual height commensurate with the spiritua] 
influx pouring in upon the world during that short cvcle, would 
recognize the nature of the same and profit by their knowledge. 
For these, the life forces would act constructively. Upon the portion 
or the sonls of humanity. who have steadilvy decreased in knowledge 
and power, or who have by persistent evi] sunk bevond their power 
or rehabilitation in that period, the negative power of the same hte 
forces would be brought to bear, and thev would not be able to 
profit by that impulse. It 1s this class who always reject the Avatars 
who appear upon the earth and who are loudest in their condem- 
nation of all that is pure and holv. It is these who cry crucits 
11m, to the law or to the moh, when their personal interests are 


threatened bv the Avatar.
